ferring today to the cost of trans­ 
portation, amounting to over $100,- 
000,000,000 a year, of which I es­ 
timate 85 per cent is due to the 
weight of goods and not to the 
labor and other costs. 


Whatever we eat, wear, or use 
as a home starts from the forests, 
mines or farms. 
At these points 
of origin the costs are very lowr. 
fo r instance, standing timber sells 
for $2. per cord: coal in the mine 
sells for $1. per ton; and a bushel 
of wheat on the farm 
for 
only 
about $2. 
W e pay 10 times these 
ro.ds after they are transported 
to our home or breakfast table. 
If weight could he reduced 85 per 
cent I believe the cost of living 
would tumble 70 per cent. 


This brings me to my hobby of 
G ravity which is the cause of this 
wasteful weight. 
Thus far no in­ 
sulator, absorber, or reflector of 
Gravity has been discovered ,but 
this will be accomplished some­ 
day. 
A ll other forces, such as 
light, sound, fire odor, electricity, 
magnetism, x-rays and even atom­ 
ic rays can be shut off. 
Metallur- 
Ists will soon discover a means of 
partially insulating or reflecting 
G ravity waves. 
This 
discovery 
w ill revolutionize manufacturing, 
transportation and distribution. 


Some people tear that if we in­ 
terfere with Gravity they would 
rise to the ceiling of the room or, 
if out-of-doors, disappear in the 
skies. 
There is absolutely no dan­ 
ger of this. 
The same fears w’ere 
expressed when our first ances­ 
tors discovered fire and later when 
Franklin tried to harness lighten­ 
ing. 
When a partial insulator or 
reflector of Gravity is discovered 
it can be controlled as well as fire 
or electricity or 
atomic 
rays. 
Furthermore, this can be accom­ 
plished safely whether the Gravity 
waves come from the sky and push

and pull us dowrw 
The Gravity Research 
Founda­ 
tion of New Boston, New 
Hamp­ 
shire, tells me that such an insu­ 
lator would not reduce our weight 
if used for shoe soles 
or 
stair 
treads. 
In order to take advan­ 
tage of such a partial insulator or 
reflector we must be w’holly encas­ 
ed as if we were In a sealed coffin 
and this wouldn’t do 
us 
much 
good! This is another reason w'hy 
no one need fear the control of 
Gravity. 
W e should rather fear 
the lack of control of our appe­ 
tites! 
To us, starches 
may 
be 
more dangerous than Gravity. 
As indicated above, there is lit­ 
tle hope for reducing the weight of 
automobiles, trucks or even freight 
cars. 
But there is real hope for 
reducing the weight of their con­ 
tents. 
One of the early develop­ 
ments will be hermetically sealing 
truck trailers with an anti-gravity 
alloy. 
This same principle will be 
use to reduce th weeight of trunks 
and suitcases. 
I believe that Rus­ 
sian scientists are now desperately

Think what this would mean to 9.- 
000,000 of our own boys. 
Readers 
will think of other illustrations 
but remember that only the en­ 
closed contents can be de-weight- 
ed.

W h y the Gov­ 
ernment and airplane manufactur­ 
ers do not give the subject more 
serous 
consideration

my comprehension. The engineers 
answer me by saying they are 
“ too busy with other things to 
bother about G ravity." 
M y reply 
is that 40 years ago the Goodyear 
Company was making lighter-than

airhsips, they gave the same reply: 
“ W e ’re too busy.” 
All of which 
reminds me of what Thomas Ed i­ 
son said to me shortly before he 
died: "Babson, we don’t yet know 
anything. 
The young people now 
graduating from schools and col­ 
leges have far greater opportun­ 
ities than we ever had if they will 
only work, save and study.”

New Low Relates to 
Identification Number 
On Farm Implements 


One of the latest farm bills sign­ 
ed by Governor Allan Shivers is 
the Crawford-Martin bill No. 241. 
It may be of some importance to 
the farmers of Jones County. 


This is a law’ making it unlawful 
to remove, alter, deface, cover or 
destroy the manufacturer’s serial 
number or any other identification 
mark from any tractor or farm 
implement, or to offer same 2‘or 
sale. 
The exceptions being the ma­ 
chinery of a bona fide farmer who 
has had the machinery in his pos­ 
session for a period of six months 
used in the operation of his farm 
enterprise or machinery in the pos- 
ession of an established dealer at 
the time of the passage of the act. 
It was pointed out that this act 
is an attempt to curtail blackmar- 
ket operations more than an ef­ 
fort on the part of the government 
to further keep the farmer on his 
toes. 
Punishment for violation of this 
act are a $200 fine, improsonment 
for six months in the county jail, 
or both fine and imprisonment.

Zebra Swallowtails are rep orted 
to be rare in sou thern New Eng­ 
land and to be fou nd in sou thern 
Ontario.

On 9 0 acres summer followed in 
19 52 Jay made a little more than 
20 bushels of w heat per acre this 
y ear, compared to a y ield of be­ 
tween 10 and 11 bushels on the 
rest of his land where wheat fol- 
low’ed wheat, Jay reported last 
week. 
Jay said, "The moisture stored 
on the summer followed land ac­ 
counted for the increased y ield.” 
He kept, the summer followed 
land plowed last y ear 
to 
keep 
down weeds. 
Jay started plowing his wheat 
stubble after the combines with a 
one-way plow and left most of the 
residues on the surface to conserv e 
moisture, and control weeds. The 
cov er of wheat straw will also pro­ 
tect the soil from high tem pera­ 
tures, help it soak up more water 
and improv e the structure by addi­ 
tion of organic m atter.

T here are .so me e ith e r fine dis­ 
tinctio ns and ex ceptio ns to the 
finders keepers’’ m ax im th at hav e 
plagu ed the co u rts 
and finders— 
he finder is no t entitled to keep 
fo r generatio ns. 
In the first place 
he pro perty u nless the o riginal 
o w ner is no t kno wn and canno t he 
>cated. 
N either m ay he keep 
t u nless the o bject is tru ly “lo st”, 
and no t m erely ‘“m islaid.” 


In general, pro perty is legally 
lo st” when parted w ith inv o lu n­ 
tarily 
thro u gh accident, neglect, 
fo rgetfu lness o r any o ther u ninten- 
io nal circu m stancei 
P ro perty is 
no t lo st in the legal sense when 
o lu ntarily left by the o w ner, In­ 
tending to 
pick it u p la te r- ev en 
tho u gh he 
fails to do so . 
Su ch 
pro perty is “m islaid." 


Thu s, if 
o ne lo ses a w atch o n 
the street 
by hav ing the 
clasp 
break, no t kno w ing w here o r w hen 
t w as dro pped, it is legally “lo st.” 
The sam e is tru e o f a fo u ntain pen 
falling thro u gh a ho le in o ne’s 
po cket u no bserv ed. 
In su ch cases, 
he finder o wns w hat he has fo u nd 
against all hu t the tru e o w ner. 


On the o th er hand, a package 
left o n the seat o f a bu s is “m is­ 
laid” ra th e r than lo st.

ern state, a po cketbo o k left in a

ng that the tru e o w ner will late r 
retu rn to claim them , su ch item s 
are no t co nsidered lo st. 
The pro ­ 
per cu sto dian to ho ld them fo r the 
o wmers retu rn wo u ld be the pro ­ 
prieto r o r o th er perso n in charge. 
Rem aining u nclaim ed, the pro ­ 
perty so m etim es go es to this cu s­ 
to dian, so m etim es to the finder. 
The distinctio n here appears to
